pleton,  Wisconsin,  published  in 
LIFE  Magazine  of  March  29.  The 
twelve  individuals  ostensibly 
signing  the  letter  say  that  “sup¬ 
port  of  McCarthy  means  endorse¬ 
ment  of  Nazism  .  .  .  This  is  an 
indictment  we  Appleton  Republi¬ 
cans  bitterly  resent.” 

According  to  the  congres¬ 
sional  record,  only  two  of  the 
twelve  signers  were  bona  fide  resi¬ 
dents  of  Appleton.  Five  were  not 
even  voters  in  Wisconsin.  None 
were  Republicans.  The  lettercam- 
paign  was  organized  by  a  former 
student  from  Cambridge,  Mass. 

A  Federal  grand  jury  in  Las 
Vegas,  Nevada,  has  indicted  a 
local  publisher  for  printing  and 
mailing  attacks  on  McCarthy 
which  would  “incite  the  murder  or 
assassination"  of  the  Senator.
